An imposing manifestation by Ro- 
man fascists and citizens was given 
this morning when, after the cheering 
had reached a tumultuous climax be- 
fore the high facade at St. Veter's.

palace, where more tkan 50.000 per- 
sons cheered King Victor Emanuel II. 

King Appears. 

The king, wearing a field marshal's 
uniform, and the queen, wrapped in a 
fur coat, appeared on the main bal- 
cony and acknowledged the cheering. 
After toreing the king to appear 

the haleony a second time, the 
crowd marched to Chigi palace, cheer- 
ing Premier Mussolini, who was not 
at his offices, 

A reception at the palace of Prince 
Colonna was held lat? 
in celebration of the anniversary. All 
of the cardinals present in Rome, with 
the exception of Cardinal Merry De! 
Val. who is ill, were present. Car- 
dinal Gasparri, the papal secretary 
of state, was given a great ovation. 
Each of the cardinals’ cars carried 
papal and Italian flags. 

This reception was the first time 
since 1870 the doors of the palace 
had been opened for a fete and vir- 
tually all of the diplomatic corps and 
of Roman aristocracy at- 
tended. Prince Colonna is one of the 
princes assistant to the papal throne, 
the highest position a layman can 
occupy by pentificial court. His title 
goes back 1511, and 
by Pope Julius IT.

Georgia schools will have to be | 


closed for one year unless a statewide 


bond issue of $5,000,000 is voted by 
the legislature and ratified by the peo- | 
ple, according to a statement issued 


|Tuesday by M. L. Duggan, state su- | 


perintendent of schools, who charac- | 
terized the present situation as “de- 
Dr. Duggan said a bond 
issue is “the only means of remedying 
the situation.” 

Inquiry among other officials of the 
state capitol in charge of various 
branches of the fiscal system develop- 
ed the fact that the state has beeo 
one year behind with its school money 
virtually since the present system was 
adopted. It was stated by these of- 
ficials that a situation where the state 
is several million dollars behind in 
its school money is faced every year. 

One official declared ‘that a “‘bond 
issue is not the only remedy, as 4 
better remedy would be to levy a spe- 
cial 5-mill ad valorem tax for one 
year which would produce $6,900,000 
and would put the schools on a solid 
financial basis.”’ 

Attacks Present Financing. 

Attacking the present method of 
financing common schoo] work, Mr. 
Duggan characterized it as being an- 
tiquated, a_ relic of reconstruction 
days. His position that common 
schools of Georgia are victims of dis- 
crimination in priority of. payment 
was based principally, he said, on a 
faulty system, providing that any 
years school work must be financed 
on tax monies for that particular 
year. 

The department of education , has 
“no fight” with any other branch of 
state government, Mr. Duggan 
said also, but is “only demanding its 
rights in respect to money due it from 
funds already collected and now in 
the state treasury.” 

A change in the present law, mak- 
ing money available to the schools: 


was giver by Mr. Duggah as his plan. 
The bond issue he proposed would fi- 
nance operation of the schools for the 
period between effectiveness of the 
new law and the time it wonld: mean 
anything to the schools in the way of 
money.

Threatening letters have been receiv- |

Three more unexploded 
bombs have been found in residences 
of prominent members of the “na-| 
tionalist revolutionary party,” which | 
is dedicated to preserve the policies of 
Calles and the late General Obregon. 

The letters received by former 
President Calles also threatened °.id- 
naping of his daughter, Ernestina, 
wife of Thomas Arnold Robinson, of | 
New York, now in business in Mexi-| 
co City. The threatening letters we 
said to resemble similar ones received | 
by President-elect Alvaro Obregon be- | 
fore his assassination. | 

Some of the annoymous letters re- | 
ceived at the Calles residence read: 

We Will Get You. 

“We will get you. We will get your 
daughter, Ernestina. You will be pun-| 
ished through hem You said that you | 
would leave Mexico when you left 
office. You have not done so. You 
will pay by your daughter being taken 
away.” 

Ernestina is the dearly beloved 
daughter of the former president. Per- 
sons clese to the family know that 
nothing could hurt him as much as 
an injury to his daughter. Her hus- 
band was an American aviator in_ the 
world war and is the son of a Michi- 
gan sugar millionaire. 

Guards have been F emprss around 
the palace and Robinsdn’s home. Rob- 
inson was said to have seen suspicious 
characters loitering about his home 
during the past two days. 

The names of the political leaders 
in whose separate residences the three 
new bombs were found wer not au- 
thorized for publication in order that 
the police guard ‘aroiind them might 
be tizhtened and the investfgation not 
impeded,

latory measure. 


The object of seeking legislation |

to control the trading in cotton on 
exchanges should not be to penalize | 


all trading in future contracts and 
thereby abolish the exchanges, but 
it should be to secure such reason- 
able regulation of the trading as to 
stop pure gambling manipulations 
whereby prices are juggled and the 
interests of cotton growers and nor- 
mal traders are sacrificed by whole- 
‘sale in  knock-down-and-drag-out 
fights between the bulls and bears 
of the exchanges. 

The Vinson bill provides that 
cotton exchanges shall be under the 


Supervision of the secretary of ag-| 
riculture and prescribes the condi- | 
tions under which contracts for fu- | 
ture delivery. may be made, with-:
